TARPON FISHING. '*.«*&~^ 


A Texan* Experience With th« Walk 


Thrilling Sport In the World. 


A Tex» sportsman, in Forest and 


Stream, gives an account of an exciting 
experience while fishing for tarpon in 
Galveston bay. He says: 


"As I had made my arrangements to 


return to Houston at i o'clock, I told 
the boatman that if be -would give me 
ono more fresh mullet I would bait tbe 
hook, and, when that was taken, we 
would go in. He gava me the mullet, 
pnt bis oars in the looks and was ready 
to start when I threw my bait over- 
board. I had not got three feet from the 
boat before there was a mighty splash. 
Water was thrown all over IBP. and ray 
mullet was taken by a tarpon. I was 
scarcely prepared for him, but at the 
same time I prevented his getting too 
much line, and the reel sang the pret- 
tiest kind of song, until be had gone 
about 60 feet, that I ever beard. At 
this distance he jumped at least 10 feet 
ont of the water, and, finding I had 
him safe, I gave him DO more slack 
whatever. He turned immediately ont 
the channel to sea against the tide and 
continued his rapid gait, jumping clear 
of the water every 100 feat or so until 
ho had jumped nine times. He kept up 
tbe pace until he bad gone 3 miles to 
sea and into very deep water. 


"I bad no control of bim whatever, 


and be bad taken on several occasions 
during this outward sea movement 
nearly all my line, at least 650 feet. 
After this distance be turned to the left 
and went at least 3 miles, until be 
got into 6 or 6 feet of water. Then 
he turned back across the channel and 
went on tbe opposite side of it, probably 
\Vt miles. After 3% boors he went 
back into water SJ^ or 4 feet deep, and 
I had some hope of getting bim into 
water where I could gaff him. But, 
•without warning, be turned to sea again 
and did not stop until he had gone 1J^ 
miles. This fish took us around over 
the bay for 5)^ houra.and a distance of 
not less than 13 or 13 miles. I found I 
had no control over bim, and I knew I 
had him foul In some way, beoanse no 
pressure that I dared bring to bear 
seemed to turn his head, and when I 
got him broadside toward me and en- 
deavored to hold him I would draw him 
broadside to me, arid not head foremost, 
which told me I had bim hooked some- 
where In the side. 


After I had worn out Captain Frank 


Harsh, my boatman and myself, and 
we had on several occasions almdst de- 
cided to ont the line and, let the fish go, 
•we began to have a little control over 
him, and worked bim toward shallow 
•water, and at 8:15 I got him into water 
about 3Vn feet deep, and the captain got 
into the water himself and worked up 
to the flah and galled him, as he had a 
gaff with a handle about 0 feet long. 
After he got the gaff into the tarpon he 
drew him toward the boat, and I killed 
him with rm oar."

They gave a fair statement in 
advance of what they were going to do 
and then came here and did It in a credi- 
table way under great difficulties. They 
brought some of the finest ccenory with 
them, not tbe most high ooiored and sen - 
sational but some of the Most artistic and 
effective that was ever brought here. 
They costumed their players from the 
most humble cringing menial to Egypt's 
queen beautifully and in some cases ex- 
queitely and In every case with good 
taste. Among the costumes were some 
of tbe richest in material, design and col- 
oring that were ever shown in this city 
and such as are rarely surpassed on any 
stage. They were not the loudest, the 
most gaudy or the most scanty, but 
showed the same sincerity of purpose 
from aa artistic and historical stand- 
point which marked the entire perform* 
ance in a modest but striking manner. 


And when their effective scenery was 


here they had to trim and cut dowu and 
oast aside and squeeze into • 6x9 space 
what was entitled to a good full sized 
stage, so that the emotional displays of 
the performers had to be curbed or the 
destruction of Cleopatra's bric-a-brao or 
demolition of palace walls would result. 
As it was one whose demonstrative 
gestures were a necessity, for a moment 
ventured to take her hands out of her 
pockets or off from her head, where she 
seemed forced to carry them for want of 
swinging space while she made graceful 
movements with her nether limbs, and 
Inadvertently stretching out her arms for 
an instant in reckless abandon reached 
over the Nile from Egypt and knocked an 
urn of the Ptolmles to smithereens and 
presumably scattered the sacred ashes 
of a well roasted Roman Truimvir upon 
the waters of the Tiber. 


Hardly had this been replaced with 


another importation before with a swish 
of a trailing robe as fair Iras tried to turn 
her shapely self around on a prescribed 
pivot off went tbe crockery again with a 
crash amid appreciative applause and 
audible smiles of encouragement. 
And 


brave Dometius Enobarbus bad his embar- 
rassments too. He couldn't stride but had 
to cut down his knightly step into a minc- 
ing gait that chafed him; when at lost 
forgetting his environment*, he took a 
natural step and overturned a pedestal 
and nearly sent it through a fortress wall. 


And again Dallabella, the friend of 


Caesar, who by the way did one of the 
best bits of artistic posturing and facial 
acting of the eveninor as he stood before 
Marc Antony nncowed and undaunted 
before and after punishment, the splendid 
embodiment of outraged self restrained 
manhood; when Dallabella was being 
removed for punishment evidently a ten 
Inch step Insteadfof a four was taken at 
the exit behind the wings and an ominous 
sound of tumbling could be beard and 
serious minded people were wondering 
whether he had landed in the stage 
house-kitchen or in tbe laundry tub, while 
delighted were those wild, wil' reckless 
boys who had just swung in to the front 
rows from between-the-act fierce dissipa- 
tions over "pop** and cigarettes. 


From these illustrations it can be In- 


• ferred that a play like Cleopatra can only 
be produced under difficulties upon our 
local stage before we have an opera bouse 
in keeping with tbe other institutions of 
our city. But the players of Monday 
evening labored under a difficulty more 
embarrassing than lack of space, and that 
was an andleuco which as to size was dis- 
heartening. 


It was evident that Mary Emersou 


Cleopatra, was of that temperament that 
nu_t necessarily be effected somewhat by 
Immediate surroundings. 
Her profes- 


sional drill bad not wholly overcome her 
natural womanly sensitiveness, and there 
was little lu evidence the other side of tbe 
footlights to draw out her best emotional 
talent. The audience though a small one 
was a good one and appreciative but not 
demonstrative, a characteristic that to 
those who understand our people is taken 
into account by those trying to cater to 
them, but is not always understood by 
strangers; and a characteristic which if 
developed is liable to be the means In 
many directions of causing our people to 
lose much of enjoyment and profit them, 
selves In falling by lack of recognition to 
draw from others the best that Is in them. 


Miss 13 nerson has many good qualifica- 


tions for tbe character of Cleopatra, She 
Is one of the willowy, subtly seductive 
style of which Bernhardt Is tbe most per- 
fect type on the stage, rather than of the 
vehement, voluptuous type of Cleopatra 
that Fanny Davenport portrays. 
She 


took the part with quiet taste and pre- 
sented it In a manner that showed consid- 
erable artistic skill even under difficulties. 
Edmund Collier was a creditable Marc 
Anthony though he was evidently much 
hampered by his surroundings. 
Griffith 


Evans as Dometius showed even remarka- 
ble elocutionary powers, especially in bis 
descriptive narrations Wbjcb were heartily 
applauded. His voice would be particu- 
larly well adapted to a large auditorium. 


Manager Meade Is showing a highly 


creditable spirit in his efforts to present 
as best he can with the facilities afforded 
him the best attractions obtainable for 
our local stage. And while he encounters 
discouragements be still perseveres ID his 
laudable purpose and has arranged for 
this season a series of entertainments sue' 
as probably has never been surpassed in 
city of this size with corresponding facili 
ies for theatrical production.

Modest In Their Present Claims as Wheel- 


men,But A mbltlous. Great Possibilities. 


Wo May See as Well as Hear 


Arresters on Parade. 


The city police force, or most of ils 


number have the bicycle fever in its 
inoKt tialignant form and it is no uncom- 
mon sight to »ee a stalwart officer astride 
a wheel being propped up by two and 
sometimes three encouraging brother of- 
f cars. Such peculiar eights arc only to 
bo witnessed in the earliest hour of a. new 
day, for the struggles with the wheeled 
steed are only carried on at that hour. 


The small hours are taken for such aa- 


robatlc attempts because it is then that 
the officers are spending their dinne1' 
time and they do not infringe upon the 
city's time for a minute. The talk of bi- 
cycle parades, relay races and road races 
Is the cause of so much bicycle enthnai. 
asm at the police station. An none of the 
night force would be outdone in any ac- 
complishment tbe members ore wrestling 
with the bicycle and are in .1 fair way 
soon to learn enough to appear in day- 
light for public inspection, sometime be- 
fore snow flies. 


Chief Kendall in an old time pupil com- 


pared to the captains, tor he admits be 
luts been guilty of trying to learn to ride 
a wheel for aome months. In fact he has 
been seen on a bicycle in the yard in the 
rear of his residence on East Main street 
but not for a very long time. His avoirdu. 
pois will not permit of much (scorching 
when he does conquer the elusive ma. 
chlno, but then he will be satisfied if he 
can remain balanced well enough and 
long enough to preceed his staff in a short 
bicycle parade. 
His many friends are 


willing to buy him a tricycle but he 
spurns such offers and says he will ride a 
bicycle even if he has to have a parachute 
attached to it. 


Captain Dineen would make a flue ap- 


pearance riding along, fully uniformed* 
upon a handsome bicycle but such visions 
are too imaginary for present considera- 
tions. 
He can get on a wheel with 


enough assistance and can remain on with 
the same assistance and can even get off 
quite gracefully with less assistance, but 
beyond that stage of bicycle riding he 
has not progressed. 
His intentions are 


sincere and his will is strong, and his 
prophecy that he will learn to ride is bo. 
lievedtobe something that will prove 
true, but how soon is the question. 


Captain Farrow la in the "hands of his 


frien<V' in the bicycle subject. His per- 
sistence is very deserving and will bear 
fruit in due season bjt probably not this 
season. He boasts of the fact that his left 
foot knows absolutely nothing of tbe 
whereabouts of his right foot while lie is 
in the heat of his straggle. 


Officer Walsh has,reason, comparatively 


speaking, to be proud of his ability to ride 
from the police station to the Richmond 
house without falling off the wheel. He 
uses both sides of the highway in the trip 
but does not include the actual windings 
in the reported distance covered. His 
head has come more frequently in contact 
with terra nrma in one week of August 
than for any equal length of time lu Ira 
existence. He rubs his sore spots now 
with a sense of satisfaction for he thinks 
the battle is nearly over. 


Officer-Scully will be minus in tbe bicy- 


cle parade unless he perserveres. Because 
the "thing" wabbles frightfully he is dis- 
couraged and says he will not be deformed 
for life for the sake of his pride. 
He has 


made three efforts and found lunch carts, 
curbstones, telegraph poles and even 
Irankfort venders a decided hiudrauc* to 
his wheeling education, and now he 
denounces his instructors us being incom- 
petent and malicious. 


Officer Reagan, the State rtreet patrol- 


man, found he did not control bis beat 
when he commenced to learn to ride. 
Determined to be ruler of State- street he 
has mastered the art of bicycling to a 
remarkable degree and is now assured of 
a position in the parade, provided u» re- 
tains his education until tbe eventful day. 


Officer* Hill and Bowes are not on the 


anxious seat for they learned long ago 
and can even give exhibitions of fancy 
riding, which would surely attract a good 
sized crowd. That it is disgustingly eany 
to ride a bicycle is their opinion and for a 
full grown man to make such a sideshow 
of himself as some of their brother officers 
do Is looked upon by them as evidence of 
an 
unbalanced mental 
and physical 


condition. 


Last but my no means least COIIK-S 


Officer Rosasco. That he does not ride or 
make any headway at learning is attrib- 
uted to bis feet. He ha* used every mean!; 
to get onto the wheel but has only one 
way of parting company with it. He 1; 
even accused a taking lessons privately, 
which is contrary to all rules of the club. 
for It Is an understood agreement that 
each shall profit by observing the others 
efforts, both in the mount and dismount. 


Officers Whlpple and Jones of the day 


force are too sedate to ever give bicycle 
riding a thought. Keeper Krum has to 
remain in tbe station during the day and 
to ride a bicycle would avail him nothing. 
There la no doubt in his mind but what 
he could learn w ithout having to bceomi 
an acrobat, but he disregards all invita- 
tions to try his hands and feet in sucli a 
youthful diversion. 


At the rate the education of the night 


force is progressing there Is a great prob- 
ability that a patrolmen's race will be 
one of the attractions at tbe Pilgrims bi- 
cycle tournament next year.

be established in tbil country I presume 
insvmince companies and all other insti- 
tutions would continue to make their 
payments by checks and drafts ou banks, 
a* heretofore, bat in my opinion the 
whole volume of our currency would 
link at once to the silver basis, and 
these checks and drafts would, be paid 
in silver dollars or their equivalent, aa 
is now the case.

the Buzzard and the Vulture. 


When an animal is killed and skin- 


ned, says Sir Samuel Baker, before 
the operation is completed the first bird 
to appear is the wily and omnipresent 
crow. The nest is ths ordinary buzzard. 
Both these birds are"near the surface of 
the earth, seeking their food with un- 
tiring energy. But although they may 
have keen power of «oent, even they, in 
my opinion, are mainly guided by their 
acnteness of vision, as they are always 
on the alert, hunting in every direction, 


| and, in fact, keeping a sharp lookout 


Tbe third arrival is tho amall, red 
necked vulture. This bird descends from 
a great helglft. It is now most interest- 
ing to •watch<the concentration from all 
quarters of the compass. This is easily 
arranged by lyini beneath a bueh and 
shading the eyeswhile yon gaza into 
tbe deep blue sky. It will appear to be 
ell alive with th£ smallest flies, all 
moving, all'hurrying and descending. 
These become rttpidly larger, and you 
are aware they aro vultures, collecting 
from such enormous altitudes that were 
ft mountain top exposed it would be 
capped with everlasting snow. While 
you are straining your eyes to peer into 
these blue vaults you are startled by a 
tremendous rash like the roar of a 
rocket. This is the descent, with closed 
wings, of some of the large, bare necked 
vultures, who have pltmged like a plum- 
met for some thousand feet to share in 
the feast below. All those birds flying 
at high altitudes have been soaring up- 
on endless wings, never fatigued by 
motion, as they seldom flap, but only to 
adjust themselves to the currents of air 
upon which they float, and having, with 
their extraordinary powers of sight, ob- 
served the hurry of smaller birds to 
gome attractive point, they have at ones 
directed their conrso to fulfill the Bibli- 
cal expression, " Where the carcass is, 
there shall the eagles (vultures) bo gath- 
ered together."

BABBAGE MACHINE; 


A MECHANICAL CALCULATOR THAT 


COST ENGLAND *17,000. 


An Invention That Attracted Wld» At- 


tention For Many Tears, tout Which Was 
nnadly AbMdoned M Batn* of No Prac- 
tical Uao. 
Babbage's calculating machine would 


require a whole volume to do its mar- 
velous history anything like justice. In 
the year 1819 Babbage really commenced 
operations by taking a number of wheels 
to a wheel cutter at Lambeth to have 
the teeth out in then* Toward the end 
of July, 1833, the intuntor commenced 
upon the difference engine, and he 
worked on it for four years regularly, 
with the result that, lit October, 1837, 
he had spent £8,476. The very first dif- 
ference engine made, however, was pot 
together between the year 1830 and 
June, 1832. It consisted of from six to 
eight figures. A larger and more per- 
fect machine was afterward commenced 
in 1838 for the government The latter 
was to have six orders of differences, 
each consisting of about 30 places of 
figures. It was also intended to print 
the tables it computed. In 1837 Bab- 
bage's wife died, and he was advised to 
travel on the continent, being in a low 
state of health. He left the drawings, 
however, in order that the work might 
be carried on in his absence, and he also 
gave hie banker instructions to advance 
£1,000 while he was away. In the be- 
ginning of 1839 the government direct- 
ed the Royal society to inquire into the 
machine, and the administration also 
directed that a fireproof building should 
be constructed in East street, Manches- 
ter square, close to Babbage's house, 1 
Dorset street, in which it was intended 
to place the machines when finished. 
One day early in 1833, finding he could 
no longer make payments in advance, 
Babbage informed the engineer in 
charge of the vrorks that in future he 
would not pay him until money was 
received from the treasury. Thereupon 
the mechanician struck work and dis- 
missed his men. One of these, in receipt 
of 2 guineas a week, was afterward the 
famous engineer, Sir J. Whitworth. 


Bakbage's troubles had just com- 


menced. 
His best draftsman came to 


him one day and said he hod just re- 
ceived a tempting offer from the French 
government, whereupon his tortured 
employer had to give him a substantial 
increase of salary in order to retain his 
services. After the strike of the invent- 
or's mpu years of delay and anxiety 
followed, Babbage applying repeatedly 
to the government for its decision upon 
the subject, but in vain. Notwithstand- 
ing that the difference engine was sus- 
pended, this indomitable man still con- 
tinued his inquiries, and, having die- 
covered principles of far wider extent, 
he ultimately embodied them in the 
analytical engine. Both machines ova 
be seen on application at the South 
Kensington museum. For upward of 20 
years Babbage maintained, in his own 
house and virtually at his own expense, 
an elaborate establishment for carrying 
out his views. He died at his London 
honse on Oct. 18, 1871, and Sir Robert 
Peel admitted to the houee of commons, 
in March, 1843, that, although £17,000 
bad been spent by the government on 
the machine, Babbage himself had never 
received a shilling. 


And yet the invention was not wholly 


valueless. 
An eminent and wealthy 


manufacturer of Manchester came to 
London and saw this machine, and, on 
inspecting closely, he found mechanical 
contrivances which he subsequently in- 
troduced with the greatest advantage to 
his own spinning machinery. Of course, 
even after the machine had been defi- 
nitely cast ndrift by the government, a 
vast amount of interest was taken in it 
by the public. Many members of both 
houses of parliament were very fond of 
putting puerile questions to the in- 
ventor. "Pray, Mr. Babbage," oried 
one of the ancient dandies, "if yon put 
the wrong figures into the machine 
would the right answers come out?" 


The fame «f Babbage's calculating 


machine spread to the ends of the earth, 
Count Strzyelecki once told Babbage 
that the Chinese inquired after it. The 
guileless Celestials were anxious to know 
whether the machine could be carried 
in the pocket. The inventor assured 
them, however, through his excellency, 
that "it was essentially an out of pocket 
machine." 


The difference engine was not exhib- 


ited iu 1851. Its loan was refused to 
New York and also to the Dublin exhi- 
bition of 1847.' It was, however, exhib- 
ited in the exhibition of 1883, but space 
for its drawings was refused, and that 
the authorities had a low opinion of the 
thing will be evident from the fact that 
payment of G shillings a day for a com- 
petent person (formerly Babbage's sec- 
retary) to explain the mechanism was 
refused by the commissioners. General 
Babbage, the inventor's eon, assured me 
that Wellington, when premier, went 
to Lambeth to personally inspect the 
machine, and, having seen it at work— 
for it is quite perfect in its way—he di- 
rected the chancellor of the exchequer 
to arrange further grants, his idea be- 
ing that the calculating part should be 
finished first, in order that there might 
be something of real value to show to 
parliament in return for the money of 
the nation. General Babbage further 
assures me that when the machine was 
abandoned it oould, in his opinion, have 
been entirely completed for £600.— 
Strand Magazine. 


EUGENE,FIELD'S HOME.. 


•Is Many Queer Clocks and Hit Library 


of Ban Hooka. 


One should iiot always judge a man 


by his house, but in the case of Eugene 
Field it seemed as if his house were a 
part of him. It is an old fashioned two 
story farmhouse with a wide porch, to 
which has been added a large circular 
wing with an outside chimney such as 
the southerners love. As yon enter the 
ball you notice an elaborately orna- 
mented old English tall clock of the 
kind usually known in this country as 
"grandfather's clock." It is one of 
three snob clocks in the house; a second 
stands on a stair landing, after the 
manner of Longfellow's "Old Clock On 
the Stair," and a third was in Eugene 
Field's sleeping room. The last one has 
a gong in it like a country dinner bell 
and clangs the hour with a loud metallic 
ring. 


In the same room he had a "freak 


cloak'' made entirely of wood, that ticks 
like a hammer striking hard wood. In 
the library them is a quaint little one 
made with a seesaw—a wee boy and 
gill sitting upon a log to regulate the 
pendulum. This is a very well behaved' 
little piece of mechanism, as it makes 
no noise and is really pretty. Contrasted 
with it, standing near Field's writing 
table, is a plain New England kitchen 
clock such as our grandmothers used in 
their light, airy kitchens. It is a me- 
dium sized affair of mahogany with a 
glass door, on the lower half of which 
are painted impossible red roses and 
forgetmenots.

Washington, Sept 1.—The Turkish 


legation has received from the sublime 
porte the following telegram: "The 
central committee of Armenian revolu- 
tionists of Constantinople organized 
on a vait aenle a programme of disor- 
der and 
criminal acts. 
Separate 


groups of the revolutionists began 
thrir misdeeds at the same hour, but 
at different point* of the capital. Be- 
sides revolvers and daggers they need 
bombs of dynamite. Abent fifty of 
these men, entering separately into 
the imperial Ottoman bank, began by 
killing the guards and policeman, 
throning their head* la the street 
Availing themselves of the general 
confusion that resul^ad they shot the 
doers of the bank and fired and threw 
bombs from the 
windows on the 


passers-by. 
Four Turkish ladles were 


cut to pieces by one explosion, and two 
French clerks of the bank wounded 
and would have been killed if Turkish 
soldiers had not come to their rescue. 
At the same moment the ham of Dje- 
lal Bey, situated at Stauboul, was 
taken possession of by other revo- 
lutionists, who threw a rain of bombs 
ou those who happened to be in the 
atreets near by. At Haskeni the mili- 
tary was attacked and one officer and 
many soldiers were killed. At the 
Psowatia quarter another band of Ar- 
menian anarchists took possession of 
the public school and began there, 
too, to throw bombs in all directions, 
killing many innocent victims. In 
many parts of the capital, and even 
in the Armenian church of Perd, a 
great number of 
dynamite bombs 


were discovered. 
The Armenians, 


faithful 
to 
the 
imperial throne, 


are indignant, and their patriarch 
excommunicated in the name of Jesus 
Christ all the criminals who put in 
jeopardy the life of innocent men and 
women. 
The patriarch begged the 


sublime porte to communicate to the 
preas his decision against the revolu- 
tionists ia order to stigmatize before 
the cirilized world their crimes and 
horrors. 
A special commission has 


been instituted to judge the revolu- 
tionists caught In arms as well as all 
Musaelmans who have been arrested 
under the charge of retaliation. 
T4ie 


commission is composed of eight Chris- 
tians and Musselmans under the presi- 
dency of Djeial Bey, member of the 
high court of Turkey." 


ORDERED TO TURKEY. 


The Crnleer Clneluantl To Proeeed in 


October t* the JeuUle •taUon, 


Washington, Sept 1.—The cruiser 


Cincinaati has been ordered to Turkey. 
This does not affect the cruise of tha 
Bancroft, that vessel being destined 
exclusively for duty as gnardship to 
the American legation at Constantino- 
ple, while the Cincinaati and other 
vessels of tbe eqnadron are to remain 
in Turkish waters outside the Darda- 
nelles unless circumstances arise to 
call for reinforcements and a display 
of naval force. It is explained at the 
nary department that the orders to 
the Cincinnati have been in contem- 
plation for some time and there is no 
particular significance in their publi- 
cation at the present juncture. It is 
also said that it is the intention of the 
department to bring the Marblehead 
home as soon as she can be spared 
from the Mediterranean, as the time 
of a great many men on the station has 
expired, and it is hoped to gather them 
all on the Marblehead for the home- 
ward 
cruise.

really no increase in the force in 
Turkish waters is designed unless, 
eventually, affairs appear to warrant 
it. According to the present under- 
standing the Cincinnati will continue 
with Admiral Bunce's squadron several 
weekayet and will time her movements 
to reach Smyrna in October, about the 
time the Bancroft arrivee at the en- 
trance of the Bosphorus. Commandar 
Belknap has informed the navy de- 
partment that he has assumed com. 
mand of the Bancroft and will leave 
Annapolis to-day for 
New 
York. 


Lie.it,. W. Truxton has been detached 
from tlie New York and ordered to 
the Bancroft as navigating officer. 
Ensign C. T. Vogelsand has been de- 
tached from the war college and also 
ordered to the Bancroft. The Ban- 
croft is due to reach the Brooklyn 
navy yard to-morrow morning.

Besides 
his political work the prince devoted 
his leisure hours to the study" of and 
to the writing of works on Russia* 
history. 
The tour which he had 


planned to take with tltq czar through 
the countries of western1 Europe was 
expected to be the meat far-reaching 
in results affecting the settlement of 
the eastern question. 
Emperor Fran- 


cis Joseph paid Prince Lobanoff-Rosto- 
vsky the highest honors during the re- 
cent visit of the czar to Vienna, and 
his death at the pretest juncture is 
regarded as a most dramatic and im- 
portant event, upsetting as it does all 
possibilities of conferences between 
the foreign ministers of the great pow- 
ers and compelling the czar to change 
file plans concerning his toor through 
Germany, France and England. 


Detail! of Prlnoe LebanolTe Death. 


The following details of the death 


of Prince Lobanoft-Bostovsky have 
betn obtained. During the progress 
of the imperial special train, on which 
Prince Lebanon* was traveling, the 
czar, desiring to take a walk to break 
the monotony of the long journey, 
ordered the train to be halted close to 
a small wood near the Sohepetovka 
station. The entire imperial party 
alighted and started for a walk in the 
wood. Prince Lobanofl had taken only 
a few steps when he complained of 
feeling indisposed and expressed a wish 
to return to the train. Upon reach- 
ing the carriage in which he was trav- 
eling he was unable to mount the 
steps without 
assistance, and im- 


mediately after entering it fell to the 
floor unconscious.
